less spade of the excavator, was a 
mere infant by comparison. H is find­ 
ings have given rise to the interest­ 
ing speculation that England may be 
the very cradle of the human race.

today, 
‘ the city beautiful," with the W ash­ 
ington oif 100 years agof typical of the 
modern day “one horse* town” a pic-' 
lure rather difficult of visualization. 
The book, listing 2,228 names con­ 
tained the addresses of 
permanent 
residents, which were 
approxim ate 
rather than specific as seen in 
the 
city difctory of today. It had also the 
residential addresses of United States 
Senators and Congressmen, 
m ost of 
whom 
lived 
in 
humble 
boarding 
houses. 
r’ IVES PRO M IN ENT NAMES 
Persor s listed in the book who sub 
‘■equently became prom inent in Am­ 
erica's history included M artin Van 
Buren and Rufus King, United States 
Senators from New York. They lived 
at Peck s Hotel, in Georgetown, a 
suburb of W ashington today. Peck 
seemingly was a 
sort of 
political 
headquarters for national legislators 
among the members of the House list, 
ed as residing there being Sarnuet 
Edwards of Pennsylvania, Benjamin 
Corman of Massachusetts, Lewis Mc- 
Lane of Delaware, Charles F. Mercer 
of Virginia and Henry R. Warfiehl of 
Maryland. 
The directory shows that as late 
as 1822 several States were represent 
ed in Congress by "delegates. 
They 
included James W. Bates of Arkansas 
who lived at "Mr. H andy’s on Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue near Twelfth St..;’* 
Mr. Fernandez, initials and residence

men and a Common Council.

Even at 
th at early date W ashing­ 
ton had its traffic problems.

directory listed regulations govern­ 
ing the parking of public 
vehicles, 
which were required to stand “length 
wise” with the street, midday between 
the cubbings. The driver was to oc­ 
cupy the seat of his vehicle 
or, 
if 
standing beside it, hold the reins in 
his hands. He was forbidden from 
“cracking his whip to the annoyance 
of pedestrians 
or the frightening of 
horses and from 
becoming 
overly 
boisterous.” 
Directory figures placed the District 
of Columbia's population in 1822 at 
33,089 a mere handful when compar­ 
ed to tTie more than half million now 
living in the District. The ‘book gave 
W ashington’s population as 
13,247, 
divided into 9,608 whites, 1,696 free 
colored persons and 1,845 slaves. 
A section of the directory devoted 
to taxes shows that male slaves, be­ 
tween 15 and 45 years of age, owned 
by city residents were taxed $2 a head 
females at half that amount.

This is the advice given by Representative Charles Brand 
of the Seventh Ohio district to the so-called “progressive group” 
that is tieing organized on the Republican side of the House to 
scatter tacks in the path of the Old Guard. 
Recently Mr. Brand received a letter from Rep. 
john

Nelson, of Wisconsin, who subscribed himself “chairman execu­ 
tive committee, progressive Republican conference.” 
Mr. Nelson, who is a red-hot LaFollette man, is at the head 
of the new trouble squad that has been created to start the next 
session off with a bang. Mr. Nelson’s letter was for the purpose 
of “feeling out” the new representative from the Seventh Ohio. 
Mr. Brand in his reply counsels unity of action on the Re­ 
publican side of Congress as the only way real service can be ren­ 
dered to the people. 
“I do not believe that war transportation rates can be en­ 
dured longer by the public,” he says, “and I must add thai r am 
equally interested in protecting the public as to prices charged 
for such articles as coal, timber, clothes, shoes and many other 
articles that seem arctically controlled as to price, 
i am more 
interested in the above subjects than I am in joining the bank­ 
rupt nations of Europe and eventually becoming 
a 
bankrupt 
ourselves. 
“In my opinion a mistake is made in connecting either the 
word ‘progressive’ or ‘reactionary’ with the Republican party. 
The Republican party without any prefix or affix is satisfactory 
to me. Any prefix is suggestive of a split or division, or perhaps 
a third party, and experience teaches that when the Republican 
party is divided the public suffers. 
“The Republican party in the past two years has improved 
conditions in a marked degree, and the country is on 
the 
up­ 
grade, although agriculture conditions are at a decided disad­ 
vantage. There is much still to remedy and the Republican party 
should proceed, not divide.
